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Local leaders oppose continuation 


Holcomb’s Back on 
Track Indiana plan 
challenged by Wabash 
County legislators

During one of series of 
meetings late last month, the 
Wabash County Council unan- 
imously passed a resolution 
opposing Gov. Eric Holcomb’s 
continuation of Stage 4.5 of his 
Back on Track Indiana plan. 

The council members called 
for Wabash County to move 
to Stage 5, which would mean 
a full reopening of the local 


economy without the restric- 
tions put in place by the state 
to combat COVID-19. 

“The Wabash County Coun- 
cil opposes any further contin- 
uation of Stage 4.5 of the Back 
on Track Indiana plan and the 
related economic restrictions 
for Wabash County. The Wa- 
bash County Council supports 
moving to Stage 5 of the Back 
on Track Indiana plan and ful- 
ly reopening the economy as 
being in the best interests of 
Wabash County,’ stated the 
resolution, passed Aug. 25. 

Meanwhile, Wabash County 
attorney Steve Downs, who 
also serves the same role for 
Miami County, also recently 
drafted a similar resolution for 


Miami County commission- 
ers, but it was met by stiff op- 
position from Miami County 
Health Officer Dr. Christi Red- 
mon who told commissioners 
at their Tuesday meeting that 
she would not support it. Mi- 
ami County Commissioner 
Fred Musselman said in that 
meeting that he had requested 
the resolution from Downs but 
would not be bringing it for- 
ward that day for a motion to 
consider adoption.

an open letter opposing such 
restrictions. 

“State-mandated economic

— Time 
Management: “Learn how the 
struggle of ‘too much to do’ 
has changed during recent 
months, and the steps you can 
take to focus,” said Loflin.

powerfully practical training, 
you'll learn how to budget 
your day for a better return 
on your most valuable invest- 
ment, your team,” said Loflin. 

Admission is $50 per person 
per session. Groups of five or 
more can receive a $10 per 
person discount by calling 
260-563-1102. Registration is 
required for this event. 

During a phone interview 
Thursday, Loflin said the way 
he has conducted his own 
business has changed dra- 
matically since the pandemic 
began. 

“Personally it was probably 
the easier of the two because 
I work out of the home office. 
So, being around my family a 
lot during the day was kind of 
natural to me and so from that 
side, it’s nice to be home more 
to get more projects done both 
inside and outside the home,” 
he said. “From a professional 
level, it was a huge transition. 
Probably 75 percent of my 


work was on site and that im- 
mediately went away, so that 
accelerated my need to offer 
virtual presentations and de- 
liver content the way that peo- 
ple could digest it, working 
remotely, working in this new 
world. I’m at the point now, 
I tell people, Pm paying the 
bills a little bit more and I feel 
blessed to be able to do that.” 
Loflin said that his hands-on 
approach to presentations has 
become even more important 
given the virtual setting. 
“What I found is that you 
have to really focus even 
more on engagement. You 
have to really encourage oth- 
ers to engage and participate. 
The questions become more 
important to get people to 
respond. When people put a 
comment in the chatbox it’s 
critical that you acknowledge 
it and expound upon it in 
some way to reward them for 
being willing to speak up. It is 
harder. However, I have no- 


ticed that really focusing on it 
and working on it, people ap- 
preciate it. A lot of our virtual 
meeting sessions aren’t real 
engaging. So, when you do 
make the attempt to engage 
with the participant, they real- 
ly appreciate it,’ he said. 

Loflin said it’s not uncom- 
mon for people to feel even 
more exhausted than usual by 
meetings in an online setting 
than they would be face-to- 
face. 

“When you think about 
it, in an on-site meeting, 
you're usually in a physical 
workspace with your mind 
wrapped around work, you 
might have somebody talking 
... or you might think about 
some things outside work. 
But if you’re having a Zoom 
meeting, youre trying to fo- 
cus looking at your laptop 
while you see a pile of clothes 
lying on the floor or in a bas-

On Wednesday, the Indiana 
State Department of Health 
(ISDH) issued its weekly long- 
term care facility data updates 
for COVID-19 cases. 

The newly-issued results were 
as of Sept. 2. New positive cas- 
es and deaths have occurred 
over a range of dates but were 
reported to ISDH in the seven 
days before the last dashboard 
update. 

During the latest update, 
Rolling Meadows Health Care 
Center in LaFontaine reported 
18 new positive resident cases, 
bringing their total to 21. The 
facility also reported an addi- 
tional resident death, bringing 
their total to five. The facility 
has also reported five positive 
cases among staff. Rolling 
Meadows did not immediately 
return several requests for com- 
ment as of press time. 

Two other long-term care fa- 
cilities in the county have also 
reported COVID-19 deaths 
among their residents, though 
in both cases those were an- 
nounced before this latest up- 
date. 

Timbercrest Senior Living 
Community in North Manches- 
ter has a total of fewer than five 
each of total resident positive

safety funds 


Local districts will 
use grants mainly for 
school resource officers

The Indiana Secured School 
Board has approved more 
than $19 million in matching 
state grant funds, marking a 
second consecutive year of 
record-breaking school safety 
investments, according to the 
Indiana Department of Home- 
land Security DHS). 

The $19.4 million in awards 
allows the board to fully fund 
all eligible, top-priority proj- 
ects identified by 418 schools 
in their applications to the Se- 
cured School Safety Grant pro- 
gram (SSSG). Also, the board 
fully funded all school threat 
assessment projects, as well

“We have continued to work 
diligently throughout this glob- 
al pandemic with the ISDH, 
and the Centers for Medicare 
and Medicaid. As recommend- 
ed, we are continuing monthly 
proactive testing of our employ- 
ees based on the Wabash Coun- 
ty positivity rate. Since our 
county numbers have remained 
under five percent, this has been 
determined a best practice to 
keep our community safe,” said 
Craft. 

Wellbrooke of Wabash also 
has less than five total staff 
positive cases. Those were also 
reported before this week’s up- 
date.

Schools have received noti- 
fication that their top priority 
requests were fully funded for 
all eligible items.

The SSSG fund is adminis- 
tered by the IDHS. Including 
the funds committed this year,

the SSSG program will have 
distributed more than $91 mil- 
lion in state matching grants 
to schools since the program 
became law in 2013. All of 
these funds focus specifically 
on school safety. 

The SSSG issues match- 
ing grants for eligible items 
and then schools match those 
funds at a certain level, ei- 
ther 25 percent, 50 percent 
or 100 percent. The match 
requirement is based on the 
average daily membership of 
the school district, the total 
amount of the project or what 
the request covers. 

Eligible items in the grant 
include funding for school 
resource officers and law en- 
forcement officers in schools; 
equipment and technology; 
active event warning systems 
(no matching requirement); 
firearms training for teachers 
and staff that choose to al- 
low guns on school property; 
threat assessments and to im- 
plement a student and parent 
support services program.

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cifically cited the economic 
impact of the tourism indus- 
try on the local economy. He 
said in 2019 Wabash County 
outpaced the state of Indiana 
for the percentage of median 
annual tourism growth and 
that nearly $56 million was 
generated by non-residents to 
our county’s economy. Of that, 
$1.4 million was captured by 
property taxes, representing 
roughly 8.5 percent of our gen- 


eral fund budget. 
“This is a devastating 
amount,’ said Dillon. “We 


have done a tremendous job 
of creating a community that 
attracts people. Unfortunately, 
the work that we have done is 
threatened by the continued 
moving of the goalposts for 
the reopening of our econo- 
my. The state of Indiana by its 
perpetuation of the economic 
lockdown threatens our tour- 
ism industry and our small 
business.” 

Dillon mentioned several 
annual local events — such as 
Founder’s Day, Dam2Dam 
and the Chili Cookoff — which 
were canceled. 

“I fear that the politicized 
nature of COVID-19 will con- 
tinue to be used to further cen- 
tralize power in the hands of 
the governor and his regulator 
agencies,” said Dillon. “It is 
our duty to oppose this. We’re 
staring down a huge impact in 
our economy. And that’s going 
to hurt us in local government.” 

Wabash County attorney 
Mark Frantz said that even if 
they passed such a resolution, 
the language of Holcomb’s ex- 


ecutive orders would render it 
ineffective. 

“Tf we’re following the exec- 
utive order, we can’t impose 
anything less restrictive,” said 
Frantz. 

Councilmember Barbara 
Pearson, who represents Dis- 
trict 2, said she supported Dil- 
lon’s sentiments. 

“Tt keeps changing on a con- 
stant basis. Although I under- 
stand where the authority lies, 
if smaller communities and 
county council commissioners 
don’t start speaking up, gov- 
ernment overreach is only go- 
ing to intensify,’ said Pearson. 
“We are not Indianapolis. We 
are doing very well.” 


Chairman Kyle Bowman 
said he was also in favor of 
such a resolution. 


Pearson said she had been in 
communication with state rep- 
resentatives from the area who 
were also in favor of curbing 
the governor’s authority to is- 
sue such decrees. 

“Our state representatives 
stand where we stand. We 
have their full support,’ said 
Pearson. 

After the July 27 Wabash 
County Commissioners meet- 
ing, Commissioner Barry Ep- 
pley said the commissioners 
were in basic agreement with 
the council’s drafting of such a 
resolution. 

“The consensus of the coun- 
cil was that we need to move 
toward opening the economy 
of Indiana,” said Eppley. 

Eppley cited the relative- 
ly low number of cases and 
deaths from the virus locally 
as a reason to move forward. 

“Tf conditions change, I think 
that might temper some of our 
views. We just want to see es- 


pecially areas that are having 
less effect from the virus be 
allowed to more fully reopen,” 
said Eppley. “The commis- 
sioners are all in the reason- 
ably same opinion that we 
would rather open than close.” 


‘I understand 
their protest’ 


During his weekly televised 
press conference on July 29, 
Holcomb said he was sym- 
pathetic to the council’s con- 
cerns. 

“T understand their protest. I 
understand their perspective,” 
he said. “I hope folks can un- 
derstand where we’re coming 
from which is responding to 
this pandemic.” 

Holcomb said that while 
the local caseloads in Wabash 
County might be low right 
now, that could change at a 
moment’s notice. 

“What we’ve learned is the 
community spread can be at 
one level one day and turn very 
quickly the next. And it’s when 
you let your guard down, and 
youre not vigilant that it can 
take a real turn,’ he said. 

Holcomb said he understood 
the economic impacts of the 
state’s restrictions, but that it 
was easier to play defense than 
an offense against the virus. 

“Were in rocky, shallow 
water now while we navigate 
through it. However, having 
said that, large gatherings 
without the recommended 
guidance that you’ve provid- 
ed, we’ve provided. We know 
where that leads to. We’ve seen 
the movie. And that’s where by 
the time you get to hospitaliza- 
tion rates going like this it’s 
too late. Or by the time you get 


to the death rates spiking up, 
it’s too late. The community 
spread is already there. Then, 
you’ve got to ratchet down. 
So, what we’re trying to do is 
keep this at a manageable level 
and smartly, safely reopen,” he 
said. 

Dr. Kristina Box, state health 
commissioner, said she agreed 
with Holcomb’s cautious ap- 
proach. 

“We would like to be able 
to continue to have the econ- 
omy that we have, and con- 
tinue to be open and continue 
to function in the way that we 
are. And so we need to use the 
things that we can such as our 
masks, such as the social dis- 
tancing, decreasing the num- 
ber of people in the restaurant 
or in a bar at a time. And those 
are all things that we know that 
can decrease the transmission 
of this virus,” said Box. 

Holcomb said the state was 
trying to navigate through un- 
precedented times. 

“When you talk about those 
cultural events, those festivals, 
those fairs, those charitable 
organizations that do so much 
good throughout the whole 
year off of one event, or two 
events, that draw big social 
gatherings that are built on that 
model, like moths to a flame. 
That’s just not the world that 
we live in right now. We’re 
looking at making sure we can 
divert or allocate resources to 
help communities like Wabash 
County, and 91 others for that 
matter, get through this storm,” 
he said.

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ket ready to be folded. You 
hear your dog barking. If 
you have kids you hear them.

t would be the cruelest of 
ironies if Donald Trump’s 
great bid for redemption after 

so many coronavirus fail- 
ures — by rapidly producing 
a vaccine — also fails because 
of mismanagement. 

The president is banking on 
acquiring what his campaign 
advisers call the “Holy Grail” 
by Election Day. “We’re 
going to have a vaccine very 
soon, maybe even before a 
very special date. You know 
what date I’m talking about,” 
Trump teased Monday. 

It would be a totem of 
ultimate achievement over a 
virus that on Trump’s watch 
has wrecked the economy and 
killed nearly 190,000 Ameri- 
cans, greater losses than any 
other nation in the world has 
suffered. 

After failing to respond 
quickly when the virus 
emerged in January, failing 
to produce testing, failing to 
promote wearing masks and 
maintaining social distancing, 
and failing to delay econom- 
ic reopening until infection 
rates had subsided, producing 
a vaccine would be Trump’s 
way of showing he could 
finally get something right. 

And his Operation Warp 


Speed has been an estimable 
achievement, spending $10 
billion to reduce financial 
risks for pharmaceutical com- 
panies so they could move 
through phased testing and 
produce a vaccine quicker 
than ever before. A thorough- 
ly vetted, safe and effective 
vaccine by January would be 
a marvel. 

If the goal is to cure a 
viral epidemic, however, 
two ingredients are crucial: 

a vaccine and a willingness 
by healthy people to have it 
injected into their bodies. 

As sharply divided as 
Americans may be, they are 
of one mind about Trump’s 
Holy Grail — 72 percent of 
Republicans and 82 percent 
of Democrats are worried that 
the vaccine’s rapid produc- 
tion has been driven more by 
politics than science. Their 
concern is whether it will be 
safe. 

Already, polling over the 
summer shows that up to 
a third of Americans will 
refuse to be vaccinated for 
COVID-19, much of that an 
aversion to this particular 
treatment rather than vaccines 
in general. Two-thirds of U.S. 
voters say they won’t try to 


get a coronavirus vaccine as 
soon as it becomes available, 
and one in four say they don’t 
want to ever get it, according 
to anew USA TODAY/Suf- 
folk Poll. 

Hahn has promised to put 
safety first if and when he 
grants emergency approval 
of a new vaccine before final 
testing is completed. And the 
reality is that the logistics of 
producing and administering 
a vaccine are so complex, it’s 
doubtful any shots would be 
administered at scale, even 
if a vaccine is deemed ready 
before Election Day. 

Maybe for Trump, it doesn’t 
matter. He’ ll have vaccine 
approval and a Holy Grail to 
celebrate as a political victory 
in the days (or hours?) before 
voters go to the polls. 

Is this worth the harm it 
may ensue? Not only might 
unacceptably large numbers 
of Americans decline to take 
the vaccine when it becomes 
widely available — defeating 
its purpose — but the repu- 
tation of government health 
institutions such as the FDA 
that rely on public trust could 
be crippled for years to come.

Trump program ‘woefully inadequate’ 


he new Lost Wages As- 

sistance program — $300 
per week in unemployment 
benefits — from the Trump 
Administration is a woefully 
inadequate response to our 
national emergency. 

Because Congress could not 
come together on a solution, 
the Administration made a 
unilateral, token response. It 
allocated Federal Emergency 
Management Administration 
(FEMA) dollars to be used for 
unemployment assistance. This 
program is inadequate for so 
many reasons. 

First, there is only a limited 
amount of FEMA money avail- 
able. This puts a short cap on 
the program. It is projected that 
if all states participate, there 
will only be money available 
for approximately three weeks 
of payments. 

This is not even close to a 
long-term solution. 

Secondly, the FEMA pro- 
gram is not an unemployment 
insurance (UI) program. To use 
the program’s funds, each state 
will have to design a distri- 
bution system that will mesh 
with its current UI system. This

Democratic presidential 
candidate Joe Biden released 
a $2 trillion climate plan, that 
won praise from the previous- 
ly-critical Sunrise Movement.

is a lot of administrative and 
logistics work that will take a 
lot of manpower and a lot of 
tax dollars for just three weeks 
of payments.

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in 2013. It cost a whopping

medical supplies they need to 
safely manage their condition at 
home.

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Confusing economic statistics 
in the time of COVID-19 


T economic statistics that aid us in understand- 
ing the current state of the economy are in the 
midst of an unusual, if not unprecedented, upheaval. 
Combined with the equally unparalleled oscillations 
of the economy through the early months of COVID, 
economy watchers are naturally confused. Add to this 
the tendency towards dissembling that accompanies 
elections, and we are poised for a couple months of 
economic confusion. This column is aimed at relieving 
some of that confusion. 
The staff of the U.S. Bureau of 

Michael Labor Statistics, Bureau of Economic 
Hicks Analysis and Census survey teams are 

i responsible for compiling and report- 
m ing data on employment, GDP and 
other economic data. They are, by far, 
the best economic statistical services 
ever devised. Governments have been 
at this for more than a millennium, and 
the work done today is first rate and 
thus far immune from political shenan- 
igans. Americans should be pleased 
with the economists, statisticians and data scientists 
doing this work. They are not perfect. 

The survey tools that give us the monthly unemploy- 
ment rate were designed for personal contacts. COVID 
naturally interrupted that, so the response rate of phone 
calls plummeted. This introduced a great deal of uncer- 
tainty about the answers given to survey questions. 
This survey reports that roughly 11.2 million fewer 
people are working today than in January, of which 
roughly 4 million left the labor force. This yields in 
August an unemployment rate of 8.2 percent. 

We also have an alternative, administrative measure 
of unemployment. This is the applications of un- 
employment insurance. On the very same week the 
survey told us we had 11.2 million out of work, the ad- 
ministrative data told a startlingly different story. There 
were 13.79 million unemployed in the regular state 
system, another 13.5 million on pandemic unemploy- 
ment assistance, and just under 2 million more in other 
programs. This is a total of 29 million unemployed and 
receiving benefits. 

These data have our national unemployment rate at 
roughly 18.1 percent in August. Even accounting for a 
15 percent error rate due to fraud or misreporting, the 
real U.S. unemployment rate is nearly 16 percent. The 
error rate is not that high; I simply want to be con- 
servative and acknowledge the potential for errors in 
overcounting the unemployed. 

If we could measure it effectively, the actual U.S. 
unemployment rate hasn’t been this high since before 
World War II. Given the ongoing effects of COVID, 
we won’t sort this out until next year, if then. But, 
by my reckoning, the actual unemployment rate is 
between 16 and 18 percent. 

So, as we march towards the election, Americans can 
be certain that the official statistics offer very little truth 
about the level of employment. Again, that is not due 
to perfidy among federal statisticians. On the contrary, 
they are doing high-quality work with the utmost 
integrity. But, until we are released from COVID’s grip 
and can look retrospectively at the data, we must sim- 
ply adjust to living in uncertain times. But, uncertainty 
isn’t our only problem. 

Misunderstanding the way we report changes to the 
economy can easily lead to confusion. Last quarter 
(Second Quarter 2020), our economy shrank by 9.1 
percent, or at a compounded annualized rate of -37.1 
percent. That is far and away the worst quarter on 
record. This quarter (Third Quarter 2020) will be the 
best quarter of economic growth on record. We report 
GDP growth compared to the last quarter. Let’s say the 
economy grows at exactly the same rate it fell in the 
second quarter (9.1 percent). That wouldn’t erase the 
losses from second quarter. 

If the economy shrinks by 9.1 percent in the second 
quarter, then recovers by 9.1 percent in the third quar- 
ter, the actual loss over two quarters will be roughly 5 
percent. So, on the morning of October 29th, we will 
get some eye-popping news about economic growth, 
and economists will be quickly explaining that a 25 
percent or 30 percent growth rate in Third Quarter 
2020, really means the U.S. economy shrank by more 
in six months than in any other time in history. 

The third big challenge to understanding the state 
of the economy is the difference between permanent 
and part-time employment. Workers who’ve been 
temporarily laid-off typically are recalled in a matter 
of months. Those who face permanent job losses take 
much longer to find work. The growing number of 
permanently unemployed is the long-term problem 
for the economy. Moreover, these numbers are surely 
undercounted because they also come from the survey 
data. As of August, the number of permanently unem- 
ployed are growing at record pace. 

The size of the problem is already enormous. At cur- 
rent levels, it will take perhaps six years to shrink these 
numbers back down to the January 2020 level. So, 
even if temporary layoffs return, we face a long, long 
slog to normalcy. So, as the election nears, be wary 
of claims about economic performance. There will be 
good news and bad news, but much of what you read 
or hear won’t be close to the truth.

call these fajitas, but are 

they actually tacos? Per- 
haps they’re a little of both. 
What’s the difference, you 
may ask. 

Very generally speaking, 
fajitas are traditionally made 


with grilled 
Lynda meat, often 

skirt steak, 
Balslev or chicken 


and sauteed 
peppers and 
onions. The 
ingredients 
are presented 
deconstruct- 
ed, ready for 
assembly in 
soft flour tortillas. Tacos 
traditionally include ground 
meat, lettuce, tomato and 
cheese assembled in a fried 
corn tortilla. As for similar- 
ities, both fajitas and tacos 
include salsa, guacamole, 
sour cream and cheese as 
optional accompaniments. 

Now, depending on the 
region of origin, the cook 
and everyone’s (naturally 
correct) opinion, all sorts 
of variations abound. So, 
with that caveat, I suggest 
that this recipe with grilled 
skirt steak and flour tortillas 
leans more to a fajita ... with 
a spin. In this version, the 
grilled onions and peppers 
are missing. In place, a fresh 
and chunky black bean and 
corn salsa is added. And 
don’t worry — all the usual 
accompaniments, such as 
guacamole, tomato salsa, 
sour cream and cheese are 
included as well. 


Skirt Steak Fajitas 
Active Time: 30 minutes 


Total Time: 30 minutes, plus 
marinating time 


Yield: Serves 4 to 6 


Marinade: 

1/4 cup olive or canola oil 

1/4 cup soy sauce 

1/4 cup fresh orange juice 

2 tablespoons fresh lime juice 

2 tablespoons light brown 
sugar 

4 garlic cloves, minced 

1 teaspoon chipotle chili 
powder 

1 teaspoon ground cumin 

1/2 teaspoon freshly ground 


black pepper 

2 pounds skirt steak, cut into 
5- or 6-inch pieces 

Black Bean and Corn Salsa: 

1 (15-ounce) can black 
beans, drained 

Corn kernels from one ear of 
fresh corn (or 1 cup defrost- 
ed frozen corn) 

2 scallions, white and green 
parts thinly sliced 

1 small red bell pepper, 
stemmed and seeded, finely 
diced 

1/4 cup chopped cilantro 
leaves 

Juice of one lime

Big drop reported in teen vaping

NEW YORK — Vaping by 
U.S. teenagers fell dramat- 
ically this year, especially 
among middle schoolers, 
according to a federal report 
released Wednesday. 

Experts think last year’s 
outbreak of vaping related ill- 
nesses and deaths may have 
scared off some kids, but they 
believe other factors contrib- 
uted to the drop, including 
higher age limits and flavor 
bans. 

In a national survey, just 
under 20 percent of high 
school students and 5 percent 
of middle school students 
said they were recent users 
of electronic cigarettes and 
other vaping products. That 
marks a big decline from a 
similar survey last year that 
found about 28 percent of 
high school students and 11 
tepercent of middle school 
students recently vaped. 

The survey suggests that 
the number of school kids 


who vape fell by 1.8 million 
in a year, from 5.4 million to 
3.6 million, officials said. 

But even as teen use de- 
clined, the report shows a big 
bump in use of disposable 
e-cigarettes. The Food and 
Drug Administration earlier 
this year barred flavors from 
small vaping devices like 
Juul and others that are main- 
ly used by minors. The pol- 
icy did not apply to dispos- 
able e-cigarettes, which can 
still contain sweet, candylike 
flavors. 

“As long as any flavored 
e-cigarettes are left on the 
market, kids will get their 
hands on them and we will 
not solve this crisis,’ Matt 
Myers of the Campaign for 
Tobacco Free Kids said in a 
statement. 

The national survey is con- 
ducted at schools each year 
by the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention and 
usually involves about 20,000 
middle and high school stu- 
dents. It asks students if they 
had used any vaping or tra- 
ditional tobacco products in 


the previous month. The sur- 
vey was cut short this year as 
schools closed because of the 
coronavirus pandemic. 

Federal health officials be- 
lieve measures like public 
health media campaigns, 
price increase and sales re- 
strictions deserve credit for 
the vaping decline. The age 
limit for sales in now 21. 

But they also acknowledge 
the outbreak probably played 
a part. The CDC’s Brian 
King said sales started falling 
in August — when national 
media coverage of the out- 
break intensified. 

“It’s possible that some of 
the heightened awareness 
could have influenced de- 
cline in use,” said King. 

By the time the outbreak 
was winding down early 
this year, more than 2,800 
illnesses and 68 deaths had 
been reported. Most of those 
who got sick said they vaped 
solutions containing THC, 
the ingredient that produces 
a high in marijuana. CDC 
officials gradually focused 
their investigation on black 


market THC cartridges, and 
on a chemical compound 
called vitamin E acetate that 
had been added to illicit THC 
vaping liquids. 

Kenneth Warner, a profes- 
sor emeritus at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan’s school of 
public health, said the teen 
vaping drop was larger than 
expected. 

“This does look like a very 
substantial decrease in a sin- 
gle year and it’s very encour- 
aging,” said Warner, a tobac- 
co control expert. 

Among the likely factors, 
Warner noted the general 
negative publicity surround- 
ing vaping. Additionally, 
Juul preemptively pulled 
all its vaping flavors except 
menthol and tobacco last fall 
ahead of federal action. 

Warner and other research- 
ers have tracked a recent 
decline in teen smoking to 
all-time lows — about 6 per- 
cent — even as vaping has 
increased. He said it will be 
critical to watch whether teen 
smoking begins rising again 
as fewer teens vape. 


The IRS is trying to 
reach 9 million people 
who haven’t collected 

their stimulus payments 


f you still haven’t received your $1,200 check, and you 

think you are eligible, watch out for an official letter from 
the IRS later this month. 

It doesn’t appear the Republicans “skinny stimulus” bill is 
going to be passed any time soon. So, the IRS is appealing 
to the estimated 9 million people who still haven’t collected 
the first economic impact payment, which may be their one 
and only chance for covid-related relief funds. 

While Congress continues to debate another stimu- 
lus package to help people struggling with the financial 
aftermath of COVID-19, the IRS announced that it is 
mailing letters to millions of Americans who have not yet 
gone online to determine if they’re eligible 
for stimulus payment under the $2 trillion 
Coronavirus Aid, Relief, and Economic 
Security (Cares) Act. 

People who don’t normally file a tax return 
or don’t receive certain federal benefits have 
until Oct. 15 to use the nonfilers tool at irs. 
gov if they want to get up to $1,200 in aid 
for individuals and $2,400 for married cou- 
ples by the end of the year. Many might also 
be entitled to an additional $500 payment 
for each dependent child who was under 17 
at the end of 2019. You don’t need earned income or a job 
to qualify for a stimulus payment. 

The economic impact payment is an advance credit for 
2020. Under the Cares Act, the payments must be made by 
Dec. 31. If people don’t receive the money by year’s end, 
they still have an opportunity to get the stimulus funds. 
However, they’ ll have to file a 2020 federal return in 2021. 

What this means: Millions of the people who most need 
federal assistance may never get it because they aren’t in the 
habit of filing a tax return. 

If you filed a return for 2018 or 2019, you don’t have to 
use the non-filers tool. The same is true if you receive Social 
Security retirement, survivor or disability; Supplemental 
Security Income (SSD); Railroad Retirement benefits; or 
Veterans Affairs benefits. Payments to federal beneficiaries 
is automatic. If you haven’t received the money, it may be 
on the way. But to complicate things further, people who 
receive federal benefits and have children under 17 still 
must use the non-filers tool to claim the extra $500 stimulus 
payment. 

The IRS has stumbled badly over the distribution of pay- 
ments to parents who receive federal benefits. If they don’t 
normally file a federal return because of low earnings, the 
IRS doesn’t know if they have children that qualify them 
for the $500 stimulus payment. Even though their stimulus 
payments were sent automatically, those parents still must 
use the non-filers tool to claim the additional funds for their 
eligible dependent children. 

The non-filers tool also allows people to provide banking 
information for direct deposit information, hopefully reduc- 
ing the time it takes to receive a stimulus payment. 

The IRS said the new letters are being mailed to people 
who haven’t filed a federal return for 2018 or 2019. The 
agency was able to identify the recipients by looking at 
W-2s, 1099s, and other third-party statements. 

The mailings should go out around Sept. 24 and will have 
an IRS address. This last bit of information is important 
because so many of the glitches that have plagued the dis- 
tribution of the stimulus payments have involved confusing 
and conflicting communications with recipients. 

Many people received their stimulus payments on a 
preloaded debit card. The problem was the IRS sent the 
stimulus debit cards without direct communication to tax- 
payers it was coming. So, when the cards arrived in a plain 
envelope that didn’t indicate it came from the IRS, many 
people mistook it for junk mail or a scam. And they threw 
away the cards. That resulted in the Treasury having to mail 
more than 788,000 letters telling people how to collect their 
money if they tossed the payment out by mistake. 

The cards, sent in May and June, were issued by Meta- 
Bank and came in a plain envelope from a company called 
Money Network Cardholder Services. 

This time, to help avoid the same mistake as with the 
stimulus debit cards and avoid fraudulent copycats, the 
IRS has posted a copy of its letter it will be sending out at 
irs.gov. Receiving a letter doesn’t automatically mean a 
person qualifies for a stimulus payment. “An individual is 
likely eligible if he or she is a U.S. citizen or resident alien; 
has a work-eligible Social Security number, and cannot be 
claimed as dependent on someone else’s federal income tax 
return.” 

The IRS says so far more than 7 million people have used 
the non-filer tool to claim a stimulus payment. 

One caution: Do not use the non-filer tool if you have filed 
or intend to file a 2019 federal return. You can still get your 
stimulus payment by filing a return. The IRS is process- 
ing stimulus payments based on recently filed electronic 
returns.

Letters reveal public distaste for booze in JFK White House

BOSTON — It was a tem- 
pest in a teapot — or, more 
accurately, a whiskey tum- 
bler. 

Presidential transitions are 
always at least a little tricky. 
Case in point: Researchers at 
the John F. Kennedy Presi- 
dential Library and Museum 
have found a cache of letters 
from Americans objecting to 
JFK’s embrace of cocktails 
at White House events. 

The letters shed new in- 
sight into President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower’s handoff to 


Kennedy early in 1961, and 
the strikingly different atti- 
tudes that people held about 
alcohol at official functions. 
“Liquor dulls the brain and 
loosens the tongue,” one dis- 
appointed citizen, Kenneth 
P. Kennedy of Sparta, Illi- 
nois — no relation to JFK — 
wrote to the nation’s newly 
minted 35th president. “Can 
we risk our national and in- 
ternational security on such 
potential incompetence?” 
Eisenhower was no tee- 
totaler, but historians say 
he presided over a largely 
cocktail-free White House. 
Enter Kennedy, who had al- 


ready raised some eyebrows 
as the first Roman Catholic 
to be elected president. 

JFK Library archivists say 
the letters of protest began 
arriving after newspapers re- 
ported on Kennedy’s first of- 
ficial event: a January 1961 
reception honoring the new 
president’s appointees. 

“For the first time, there 
was a bar in the State Dining 
Room, with waiters to stir 
up martinis or pour vodka, 
Scotch, bourbon, or cham- 
pagne,’ The Washington 
Post reported. 

What followed was a sort 
of low-key Liquorgate. Let- 


ters — some typed, others 
handwritten — expressed 
shock and worry that the 
U.S. would lose its dignity 
and standing in the world. 

“Dear Mr. President, I 
think many feel humiliation 
and disgrace over our nation 
today when we learn of our 
White House turned into 
shameful drunken all-night 
carousal and dancing,” reads 
one from Edith Fritz, of Ida- 
ho. “Dignity previously en- 
gendered — gone. May God 
have pity upon your poor 
soul.” 

“Our nation was founded 
by men of Christian ideals. 


Let’s keep it that way,” reads 
another from Ruby Turner, 
of Dunkerton, Iowa. 

Another, scribbled by 
a writer from Louisiana 
whose name and hometown 
are illegible, reads: “The 
White House is a nation- 
al shrine to us — all those 
who love America — and we 
would like to have it pre- 
sented to other nations as a 
dignified, respectable home, 
not ‘a well-stocked bar, with 
scotch, gin and vodka flow- 
ing freely.” 

The letters were bur- 
ied deep in the vast White 
House Public Opinion Mail 


collection, the presidential 
library said, noting the dis- 
pute “could easily have been 
lost to history.” 

At the time, scholars say, 
the Kennedy administration 
played down the public’s re- 
action to the change, noting 
it received far more letters 
about civil rights unrest and 
the Cuban missile crisis. 

In a JFK Library blog post 
Wednesday, archivists Dana 
Bronson and Stacey Chan- 
dler noted that transitions 
from one president to an- 
other are closely watched 
for shifts in both style and 
substance.

Indy QB Rivers faces Jags team he’s handled

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. — 
If given the choice of who 
to play in his first game 
with Indianapolis, quarter- 
back Philip Rivers probably 
would have picked Jackson- 
ville. 

The longtime Chargers star 
has been close to unstoppa- 
ble against the Jaguars. 

Rivers has won seven of 
his past eight starts against 
them, topping 30 points six 
times. He has 20 touchdown 
passes and just one inter- 
ception against Jacksonville 
since 2010. 

The only opponents he has 
more TD passes against in 
the past decade are former 
division rivals Denver, Kan- 
sas City and the Raiders — 
teams he played twice a year 
annually. 

The Colts probably didn’t 
even know about Rivers’ 
success against Jacksonville 
when they signed him to a 
one-year, $25 million con- 
tract in March. The Jaguars 
sure did. 

“Obviously, he’s talented,” 
Jacksonville defensive co- 
ordinator Todd Wash said. 


“He’s had success against a 
lot of teams. He gets himself 
in a good place. He’s very 
smart in what he does. Very 
seldom does he make poor 
decisions.” 

Rivers will make his Colts 
debut Sunday when they 
open the season at Jack- 
sonville, one of two Week 
1 games that will include 
fans. It’s a rematch from last 
year’s finale, which Jackson- 
ville won 38-20. 

This one will have new fac- 
es on both sidelines, none 
more prominent than Rivers. 

Indy traded for defensive 
tackle DeForest Buckner and 
signed cornerback Xavier 
Rhodes to bolster a defense 
that gave up more than 30 
points in four of its final five 
games last season. 

Jacksonville brought in 
former head coaches Ben 
McAdoo (quarterbacks) and 
Jay Gruden (offensive coor- 
dinator) in hopes of getting 
second-year starter Gardner 
Minshew to take his game 
to another level. The team 
also drafted receiver Lavis- 
ka Shenault and signed tight 
end Tyler Eifert to give Min- 
shew more help. 

Jacksonville’s defense has 


undergone more change, 
with an emphasis on bet- 
ter stopping the run. Indy 
gained nearly 400 yards on 
the ground combined in the 
two meetings in 2019. Mid- 
dle linebacker Joe Schobert 
is the key to getting it turned 
around. 

The Jaguars have been 
mostly mocked in recent 
weeks for dumping three po- 
tential starters: running back 
Leonard Fournette, defen- 
sive end Yannick Ngakoue 
and safety Ronnie Harrison. 
The moves thrust undraft- 
ed rookie James Robinson, 
first-round draft pick K’La- 
von Chaisson and journey- 
man Josh Jones into bigger 
roles. 

All eyes will be on Rivers, 
though, the 38-year-old vet- 
eran tasked with getting the 
Colts back to the playoffs in 
what could be his final NFL 
season. It starts against a 
team he’s as played as well 
as anyone. 

“I think you know what it 
is going to feel like and what 
it’s going to be,” Rivers said. 
“Its going to be an NFL 
football game and we’ve 
played in a bunch of those. 
... Ultimately, when the ball 


kicks off, nobody is thinking 
about, ‘Wow, we didn’t get 
a preseason game, or ‘Can 
you believe the crowd is not 
here?’ 

“I don’t think it will be that 
much different.” 


Limited capacity 

The Jaguars are allowing 
a maximum of 25 percent 
capacity at home games in 
2020, meaning about 16,500 
fans could be on hand for the 
opener. But officials don’t 
expect nearly that many 
amid a pandemic and such 
low expectations for the 
team. 


Slow starts 

Indy is 1-9 in its past 
10 openers, including six 
straight losses. The Colts 
also have lost seven straight 
openers on the road, a trend 
coach Frank Reich hopes to 
change. 

“We need to do everything 
we can do to get that turned 
around,” he said. “We have 
a lot to prove and we know 
this is a good football team. 
We want to start the year off 
right with a win on the road 
against a division opponent 
—a good team.”
